Several years ago there was a recipe in 
the Exchange for putting up frults with 
alcohol and sugar.in the gamte jar, add- 
ing gradually as the yarious fruits ripen- 
ed.

Putting Up Beans, Peas and 
Corn 

Recently you wrote of canning vegetables. 
Will you tell us how to can beans, peas and 
corn? 

I have been very successful with tomatoes. 

A MICHIGAN HOUSEMOTHER. 

Beans and peas are put up in one 

and the same way, to wit: 


Shell, cook: for fifteen minutes in - 
: salted water and take from the pot 


with a perforated spoon, Pack them 
into jars set in a pan of really boil- 
ing water, Lay the covers on loosely 
while you boil up and skim the salt 
water in the pot. Fill the jars to 
overflowing with this, and screw on 
the tops, Cover the jars with thick 
paper to exclude the Nght. String 
beans must have the strings removed 
and be cut into inch lengths,

oil. The flavor of preserved peaches is 
enhanced by crushing the kernels ofa 
couple of dozen peach stones, boiling 
these in a small cup of water and strain- 
ing this into the kettle with the fruit 
and sugar. When the peaches have 
stewed in the syrup until they are clear 
and tender, which should be in about 
half an hour, they may be taken out of 
the syrup with a perforated skimmer 
and laid out on flat dishes, taking care 
that they do not crowd one another. 
The syrup must boil fast for fifteen min- 
utes longer, and be skimmed often. By 
the end of this time it should be clear 
and thick. The peaches may be put 
Jato the jars, the boiling syrup poured 
er them and the jars closed. 


Preserved Peaches. 
These may be peeled, but not stemmed, 
and preserved by the preceding direc- 


tions. 
Preserved Quinces, 

Select firm quinces, quarter and core 
them, and, having weighed them an@ 
allowed for each pound of the fruit » 
pound of. sugar, put them into the pre- 
serving kettle with barely enough water 
to cover them. Stew until they are soft. 
The length of time required for this 
process will depend a good deal upon 
the quinces. Sometimes they are tough— 


* especially if they are at all withered— 


and demand long stewing. When they 
are tender, but before they begin to 
break, take them out with a perforated 
spoon and lay the pieces side by side 
on flat dishes. Add the sugar, weighed

A novel. device for measuring the 
hardness of metals is called the scler- 
oscope by Albert F. Shore and Dr.

hardness is indicated by the rebound 
as the ball is dropped on the metal 
under test.

able in making tools of standard 
hardness.

Origin of Music.

Music originated in the cry of the 


peacock, the bleat of the goat and 
the croak of the frog. According to 
an interesting article on. the rela- 
tionship between music and. emétion, 
which appears in the; Annals of 
Psychical Science, Dr. Henry Foth- 
erby, the writer, also suggests that 
the appreciation of time and rhythm 
in music thay be due to the rhythmic 
shock of the heart’ beat on the circu- 
lation. ’ 


The nerves, he says, may play an 


important part in the appreciation 
of musical sounds, and he points out 
the connection between the nerves 
and music by the tendency to ex- 
press music when heard by move- 


ments of the’ head and arms and 


sometimes by the trunk and legs. 


Dr. Fotherby gives a feasible rea- 
son for the fact that the lower notes 
of the scale have always: been em- 
ployed to describe anger, fear and 
reverence, while the treble notes 
have been associated with sunshine, 
light-heartedness, sociability and 
love. The lower notes associate 
themselves with the growls of wild 
beasts, the moan of the wind in the 
forest, the. roar of thunder. The 
upper notes . imitate the songs of 
birds, the chirp of the grasshopper, 
the hum of insect life: 

“The Hindoo note 8a, correspond- 
ing with our C,”’ says Dr: Fotherby, 
“is the note -of the peacock. Ri, 
our D, was the note of thé lowing of 
an ox. These were always attributed 
to wonder and terror. 

“Ga, or E, Ma, or F, were the 
cries of the goat and the crane re- 
speetively and were associated with 
compassion and love, 

‘Ni, or B, Dha, or A, were the 
notes of the elephant and the frog, 
the former associated with compas- 
sion and the latter with disgust or 
alarm.”

Bible Concordance. nA 
Alexander Cruden the ‘persevering 
ind painstaking conipiler of the fa- 
nous Concordance to the ible, was 


ippointed bookseller to the queen. of” 


‘Horge Il. by Sir Robert Waipote, The 


oncordance. which bas conferred ce-’ 


ebrity. on his name was published and 
ledicated to Queeb Curoline *in 1787. 
He was permitted, to present a copy of 
‘it in person to her majesty, who, he 
said, smiled upon bim ‘and assired him 
she was: much obliged to him. She 
died sixteen days afterward, and Cru- 
deh did not reap the benetit,of the 
queen’s appreciation which be had .an- 
ticipated. He prepared a second edi- 
tion twenty-four years afterward and 
dedicated it to her grandson,’ George 
lll. For this and a third edition is- 
sued in 1769 he reaped a reward of 
£800. 

Cruden was a.very eccentric charac- 
ter and was thrice placed in private 
lunatic asylums. He designated him- 
self “Alexander the Corrector” and 
also the “Corrector -of Morals,” his 
claim to the latter title consisting {n 
his stopping all persons whom he met 
in public places on Sundays and ad- 
monishing them to go bome and keep 
the Sabbath duy holy. He was a great 
bellever in the distribution of tracts 
and spent a great part of his means ip 
this’ way. 

It seems difficult to believe that an 
eccentric man of this sort should have 
his name’-associated with such a re- 
markably painstaking book as bis Con- 
cordance undoubtedly is, as it must 
have cost an enormous amount of la-

{t is not the play or the acting or the 

applause. that attracts and holds the 

attention of the American who is at 

tending for the first time a Parisiar 

opening, It,is the audience. ‘In the 


atst place, the predominance ‘of men’ 


it the best orchestra seats will provoke 
a question which brings forth the ‘in 
formation that in the majority of th 
better class, theaters in Paris thé firsi 
ihtee rows, of. the orchestra are solo 
ulmost exclusively to men, and, as fai 
as it Is possibile, the box office favors 
men for the body of the house, princi 
pally because they do not wear hits 
ind do not therefore obstruct the view 
of those: sitting behirid. Betore the 
curtain goes up the stranger ‘glances 
about and is surprised to discover jew 
elg and gowns decollete in the highesi 
haleonies, the part of the theater 
known in America as “peanut heyy 
en.” Both men and women, dressed 
as for a grand ball, are perched away 
up at least three flights of stairs, and 
during entr’actes they come down and 
promenade with the others and visil 
their friends, and few are. the wise!
